It was learned today th tat Sir r e ­ 
oil Spring R ic e , the British am bas­ 
sador, has given Secretary of State 
Lansing what might he called infor­ 
mal assurances that his government 
soon will alter its long-range blockade 
in so far as it applies to American 
commerce. 
The ambassador is said 
to 
have 
strongly intimated that under ihe new 
plan American cargoes 
destined 
to 
Holland, 
Denmark, 
Norway 
affd 
Sweden will b^ given safe transit, and 
will not bf1 held up or detained in 
British ports. 
It 
was the detention 
of such shipments that evoked Hie 
protest from President 
Wilson 
on 
March ?0. 
Sir Cecil stated that England some 
time ago prepared its answ er to this 
note, but withheld it pending the set­ 
tlement of the American controversy 
with Germany. 
He indicated that the 
answer was delayed out of courtesy to 
the United States, and for fear that 
its delivery at this time would em ­ 
barrass the president. 
Officials bore arc unable'to see just 
bowr this government would have been 
em barrassed by prompt action by 
the British on the American demands. 
On the contrary, if England shows 
any 
inclination to lift its blockade 
th*- United States will be 
able 
to 
quickly1 settle the German dispute. 
The activity fo Ambassador Spring- 
Rice is believed hero to disclose a de­ 
sire on ihe part of the British foreign 
office to forestall the proposed new 
note from the United States Unless 
official assurances are soon received 
that the English really moan to show 
respect for American rights, however. 
Piesident Wilson will take aggressive 
action to stop arbitrary interference 
with legitimate American trade. 
In his former protest President Wil­ 
son said he expected the British gov­ 
ernment to “modify in practical ap­ 
plication those provisions of the order 
in council which, if strictly enforced, 
would violate neutral rights.” 
“Relying on the 
faithful 
perform­ 
ance of these voluntary assurances by 
his ma jest *8 government,” he added, 
“the United States takes it for grant­ 
ed that the approach 
of 
American 
m erchantm en to neutral ports situat­ 
ed upon the long line of coast affected 
bv the order in council will not be 
interfered with when it is known that 
they do not carry goods which are 
contra ba lid of war or goods destined 
to or proceeding from ports within the 
beilieierent territory affected.” 
Far from heeding tile president’s 
note the British adopted a course that 
interfered seriously 
with 
American 
commerce to N orthern Europe, Amer­ 
ican vessels were stopped, 
and 
in­ 
stead of being searched at sea in ac­ 
cordance with international law, wore 
compelled to steam into English ports 
to await prize court disposition. 
No Right to Blockade Neutrals. 
The result has been ruinous delays 
to the owners of ships and cargoes, 
even though the British have in many 
instance's purchased tho contents of 
the vessels at good prices. 
President Wilson will adhere to his 
position, it is said, that the British 
have no legal rights to blockade neu­ 
tral ports nor to escort an American 
ship to an English port before search­ 
ing it. 
He grants8 the right to inter­ 
cept suspected American ships, but 
contends the search must be made at 
sea. Any other policy, he believes to 
be disrespectful to American sover­ 
eignty. 
lf. as Ambassador Spring Rife has 
intimated, England is preparing to 
yield to these demands, there will be 
great satisfaction here. 
It is not ex­ 
pected, however, that Great Britain 
will sanction the shipment ot food and 
other conditional contraband to Ger­ 
man} through neutral ports. 
This latter question w ill be taken up 
wiih England if Germany accepts the 
offer of President Wilson in his re­ 
cent note to act as mediator between 
Great Britain and Germany in this 
dispute.

Washington, June 15.—The United 
States has been formally notified by 
General Villa on behalf of the Mexi­ 
can convention forces that he had 
telegraphed General Carranza urging 
a conference for the restoration of 
peaco and constitutional government 
in Mexico. 
This step is the first tangible de­ 
velopment resulting from 
President 
Wilson’s recent warning to all Mexi­ 
can factions that unless they come to 
an agreem ent among themselves soon, 
some other means will be employed 
by the United States to relieve the 
suffering pppulation from further de­ 
vastations by the military element. 
On General Carranza’s reply depends 
the next move in the situation. 
Coincidentally the 
state 
depart­ 
ment was advised by 
Miss 
Mabel 
Boardman, 
of 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross, that the Mexican authorities 
at Piedras Negras had denied entry 
to a carload of foodstuffs consigned 
for the relief of people in Mnnrlova. 
Consul Blocker is endeavoring lo use 
his good offices to arrange for the 
transportation of the supplies. 
One 
report says General Rosalio H ernan­ 
dez, the Villa commander, declared 
the supplies “not only are not needed, 
but wall not be allowed to enter.” Un­ 
til Consul Blocker reports, Hie details, 
Hie state department will take no fur­ 
ther action.

The announcement 
that 
General 
Villa had initiated a movement for 
peace w as reeoived with satisfaction in 
official quarters. 
Enrique 
C. 
Llor- 
ente, Washington representative of 
the Villa-Zapata coalition, called on 
Secretary of State Lansing, with a 
copy of the Villa telegram to Car­ 
ranza and a long note from C.moral 
Villa replying to President Wilson’s 
recent pronouncement of policy. 
The note referred appreciatively toj 
the president’s efforts and outlined 
the purposes of the Yilla-Zapata lead­ 
ers to bring about a reconciliation 
with those of Carranza. 
In the message to Carranza, dated 
June l l and sent direct from the camp 
of Villa at Aguas Calientes to Car­ 
ranza at Vera Cruz, stress is laid upon 
President W ilson’s warning that the 
United States will he “obliged to de­ 
cide on other methods” should a coal­ 
ition of the factions prove futile. The 
telegram v;as signed by General V illa 
and M. Diaz Lombardo, in charge of 
foreign affairs of the convention gov­ 
ernment. 
Official advices from Mexico City re­ 
ceived at the state department last 
night said growing alarm is apparent 
among the civilians of the city as the 
Carranza forces, which are expected 
there almost any moment, approach 
to attack the Villa-Zapnta garrison. 
The people are said to fear personal 
losses, as well as damage to the water 
and lighting facilities of the city, if 
another change of control takes place. 
General Villa, in 
a 
memorandum 
filed at the state department, admits 
the contention that there is no recog­ 
nized authority throughout the coun­ 
try. He refers, however, to a message 
to him from Duval West, President 


W ilson’s representative, stating “it 
gives me pleasure to inform you of 
the magnificent impression which the 
tranquility and order which I have ob­ 
served everywhere I have been, has 
made on me.” 
Villa also quotes from v message of 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British ambas­ 
sador to the United States, to a repre- 
rentative in Northern Mexico, express­ 
ing gratification to the Villa govern­ 
ment for “prompt action In protect­ 
ing British interests.”

rntheir trade hapen to be in the market, 
in turn, for what these exponents of 
brusqueness

business 
relations 
have to sell. The subject. w*as discuss­ 
ed John C. Jay, Jr., general m anager 
of sales of the 
Pennsylvania 
Steel 
company’s Frog Shop Ingest and is 
printed in the Iron Age, and the w rit­ 
er puts very aptly some considera­ 
tions that too often are forgotten. Be­ 
low* are extracts from the atricle: 
“We go to see Smith in his hojse, 
and are ushered 
into 
the 
parlor, 
w'hile Smith in his office permits us 
to warm a bench, if he has happened 
to think long enough to provide one. 
A wooden barrier with sw inging gate, 
securely locked by mystic mechanism, 
k e e p s .us in our proper place, while 
the youth within fingers ouk paste­ 
board with grimp thumb and asks us 
the nature of our business. 
The fact 
that our business with Smith may 
be of his own seeking. or the fact that 
we may be doing Smith a favor by 
our call, as a rule causes no discrim­ 
ination. 
Smith, utterly unconscious, 
sits serene, far removed Iron; the 
common rabble, behind a door. the 
heavy letters on which proclaim he 
m ust be ‘private ’ 
‘‘Our imaginary Smith is, I think, 
fairly typical. 
There is not a sales­ 
man who reads this art h ie who docs 
no* number many Smiths among his 
acquaintances. Yet, strangely enough, 
Smith himself, when finally reached, 
•320 is very human. 
He has the ordinary 
.133 m anners and the ordinary standards 


of the average man. 
would prob­ 
ably be very much astonished if he 
knew* the small tumult of anger hei 
has unconsciously caused in our mind 
as we approach hint. 
Through every 
intelligent means at its command the 
company has made an effort to make 
itself known, to welcome custom, yet 
the first impression anyone entering 
its door receives is that entrance can­ 
not be gained without proper creden­ 
tials. 
For the sake of teaching the 
life insurance agent his place, of re­ 
pelling peddlers and stopping the oc­ 
casional deadbeat, an elaborate sys­ 
tem is erected, that for stupidity can­ 
not be matched, for while seldom ex­ 
cluding the really clever rascal, the 
self-respecting man on legitimate bus­ 
iness bent is insulted and annoyed, 
and not infrequently excluded.

verse conditions.

words, 
does Smith find our own office intel­ 
ligently manned at the entrance, and 
is he made to feel that he is welcome, 
and that of all places our office is the 
one where he will 
be 
intelligently 
served? 
“Let us reform our 
good 
friend 
Smith without his knowledge, for ihat 
is tact, and tact is salesmanship. 
By j 
all means keep your own doors wide 
open. 
The open door spells welcome 
and dispels distrust, 
lf we are tied 
up and busy (and even a salesman 
is busy and tied un at times), our 
visitor is entitled to know it prompt­ 
ly, for perhaps his business is quite 
as urgent and his time quite limited. 
Let us dust and polish and furnish, 
that Smith may find pride of good 
housekeeping in our offices as .veil as 
our homes.

A writ of mandamus Ailed in the fed­ 
eral court yesterday afternoon gave 
the judges of the county, the collector, 
the treasurer and the county clerk, 
fifteen days in which to make answer 
as respondents that the writ hasbeen 
complied with, or that suitable rea­ 
sons exist for the non-fulfillment of 
the order. 
The w rit contained the 
names of J. B. Townsend, Jr., J. Bar­ 
ton Townsend and Charles C. Town­ 
send as relators and holders of the 
bonds. The defendants named for St. 
Clair county are J. T. Bunch, T. J. 
Holland and W. A. 
Shyrer, 
county 
judges; William J. Matthews, county 
collector; John M. 
Harper, 
county 
treasurer, and George 
V. 
Higgins, 
county clerk. 
The reason for the writ is contain­ 
ed in the fact that in May, 1914, the 
federal court assessed 
a 
judgment 
against the county of St. Clair for 
$238,162.43. 
The relaters mentioned! 
were complainants in the case a n d « 
they now complain that no part of the, 
amount has ever been paid. The fed­ 
eral decision of May, 1914, was the 
last one of a many times renewed 
judgment. 
The total amount of the 
bill held against the county in con­ 
nection with the case, although not all 
of it has been declared legal in court, 
is nearly $2,000,000. 
The bill was 
originally $240,000. 
Some thirty-five years 
ago 
con­ 
struction ol a railroad to be called 
the Tebo & Neosho was projected.

St. Louis, June 16.—Col. Frederick 
Gardner, author of the rural credit 
a*» which passed the last legislature 
and which will come before the peo­ 
ple for approval at the next general 
election, is devoting much of his time 
to perfecting plans for 
bringing to 
the voters a more comprehensive un­ 
derstanding of the measure and its 
benefits, and to that end has given 
the following interview. 
Asked re­ 
garding the measure, Col. Gardner 
says: 
“The American farm er is producing 
ten billion dollars of wealth annually. 
He is borrowing 6*4 billion dollars; 
and, according to the official state­ 
ment of President Taft, he is paying 
(counting commissions) 8*4 per cent 
interest. 
“Statistics show that 
in 
Missouri 
farms are mortgaged to the extent of 
ll» million dollars. 
These mortgages 
run from one to five years. 
An aver­ 
age, perhaps, would be three years 
Hence about 40 million dollars’ worth 
m ature annually, 
lf a renewal com 
mission of 2 p«*r cent Is charged on 
this sum it would meau $800,000 per 
annum. 
“If there is rn excess of 2 per cent 
in the rate charged which could be 
saved by the installation of a farm 
loan bank, it would mean a total 
money waste to the farm er directly of 
$800,000 in commissions, 
and 
about! 
2*4 million dollars’ Interest, or a total) 
of some 3*4 
millions. 
This 
means 
not only an economic waste to the 
farmer, but also a tax on the balance 
of tho population. 
“Upon reflection, then, is it any 
wonder that retail prices of food are 
70.9 per cent higher for the ten year 
period? W ith a decline in the produc­ 
tion of agricultural products, and a 
large Increase in our total population, 
is it strange that the cost of living 
has increased so enormously? 
‘We may also ask the question 
that if our cities continue to grow, 
and our rural population to decrease 
in proportion, how long will it be be­ 
fore we cease to export tood products 
at all, if we do not go hungry at home. 
“In 1900 our imports of food sup­ 
plies amounted to $251,000,000. 
In 
1913 they had risen to $406,000,000, 
qn increase of $175,000,000. 
During 
the same period our exports of food 
supplies decreased to $44,000,000. 
“In 1880 84.3 per cent of our total 
exports were agricultural products. In 
1913 this decreased to 46.1 per cent. 
“In 18#0 14.7 per cent of our total 
exports w*ero manufactured products. 
In 1913 this increased to 
48.8 
per 
cent. 
“In 1880 55.77 per cent of our ex­ 
ports were food supplies. In 1913 this 
had increased to 20.72 per cent. 
“Let us compare our food supply 
production with that 
of 
Germany: 
America: 
Cattle, 8.7 per 
cent 
de­ 
crease; poultry, 17 per cent increase. 
Germany: 
Cattle 6 per cent Increase; 
swine, 31 per cent increase; poultry 
29 per cent increase. 
During 
a 
period 
of 
twenty-five 
years Germany 
has .increased 
her 
yield per acre as follows: 
Rye, 78 
per cent; barley, 59 per cent; oats, 
55 per cent; wheat, 69 per cent; po­ 
tatoes, 51 per cent; hay, 51 per cent. 
These same items, compared with 
America’s production, show the fol­ 
lowing 
almost 
unthinkable percent­ 
ages 
of 
Germany's 
production per 
acre over America’s. 
Rye, 80 per cent; wheat, 120 per 
cent; barley, 30 per cent; potatoes, 
IOO per cent; oats, 25 per cent. 
Broadly speaking, the 
farm 
loan 
systems of other nations may be di­ 
vided into two classes: 
1. The German Landschaft. 
If ap­ 
plied to Missouri, this system would 
work out as follows: 
The state would 
be divided into twenty districts of, 
say, six counties each. Every farmer 
in the district w*ho chooses to borrow 
money w:ould become a member of 
the association and would immediate­ 
ly become liable without limit for all 
loans made in 
his 
entire 
district. 
The theory is 
that 
the 
collective 
guarantee of the combined 
land 
in 
the district, together with the unlim 
ited, combined guarantee of all the 
members in the district, produces the 
strength 
of 
all 
the bonds issued 
against this district to sell at a very 
low rate of interest. 
We also find that these co-operative 
institutions have received 
at 
times 
state aid and also, to a large degree, 
state management. 
2. The system of direct loans by 
the government to the farm er on his 
real estate mortgage, w*hich system 
is in effect in almost every nation to 
a 
greater 
or less degree. 
For in­ 
stance, in Denmark, where the farm- 
' er may borrow* directly from the gov­ 


ernment 90 per cent of the appraised 
value of his farm. And in other ways 
we find that in almost every other 
nation the land bank bonds are either 
endorsed by the government or the 
government 
furnishes 
the 
capital 
stock or subsidies or deposits or spe­ 
cial privileges. 
The first system, the collective or 
unlimited liability plan as a basis of 
credit, wffiich would seem objection­ 
able and not practical to the Ameri­ 
can farmer at the present time be­ 
cause in a territory of, say, six coun­ 
ties in Missouri there are many na­ 
tionalities, creeds and colors, besides 
a more or less 
floating 
population. 
This system, therefore, must be dis­ 
carded as not being practicable to 
America 
for 
perhaps 
a 
hundred 
years. 
The second system, in so far as it 
relates to a direct advance by the 
state of money, or to a direct en­ 
dorsement of bonds 
by 
the 
state, 
would undoubtedly, under our state 
constitution, 
be 
class 
legislation, 
hence illegal. . 
We are, therefore, confronted with 
the necessity of inaugurating machi­ 
nery that will give our farmers long 
time loans at low rates of interest. 
And 
we 
are 
confronted with the 
proposition as to what the best sys­ 
tem wrould be for our own state. 
This brings us face to face with the 
fact that we must treat agriculture as 
a life and as an industry. The great 
fundamental question, 
therefore, 
is 
how wre can make money flowr from 
the large cities out into the rural dis 
tricts. 
Therefore, I take pleasure in 
outlining briefly the 
Gardner 
rural 
credit bill which was passed by the 
last legislature. 
The bill provides 
that 
the 
state 
form a corporation with a board of 
governors, to be 
composed 
of 
the 
governor, the attorney general, 
the 
auditor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer, and that the 
m anager of 
this institution 
shall 
be 
the state 
bank examiner. The bill also provides 
that the state shall loan this institu­ 
tion $1,000,000 with which 
to begin 
business; that this money be loaned 
out to the farmers at 4.3 
per cent, 
and that this land 
bank 
issue $40,- 
000,000 worth of bonds, which are to 
be sold at the best obtainable prices 
and that the money from the sale of 
these bonds be loaned to the fanners 
at this low* rate of interest. 
The bill provides for a small sink­ 
ing fund created from one-half of I 
per cent annually 
on 
the 
amount 
loaned each borrower, which amount 
shall be paid into the 
reserve fund, 
out of which 
expense 
of operation 
and losses (if any losses occur), are 
to be paid. 
At 
the maturity of the 
loan the surplus which has been ta­ 
ken out is to 
be 
refunded 
to the 
farmer., less the expenses and losses 
(if any). The loans to extend over a 
period of 25 years if desired. 
This bill contemplates that all the 
bonds and assets 
of 
the 
Missouri 
state land bank shall be exempt from 
taxation. The bill is constructive in 
the extreme. When put into effect it 
will undoubtedly result 
in 
keeping 
the boys on the 
farm, 
dividing up 
large farm into small ones, creating 
an increase in food supplies and in­ 
troduce an era 
of 
great prosperity 
for the farmer, and thus 
an era of 
prosperity for every man, woman and 
child in the state, because all wealth 
is founded on 
agricultural prosperi­ 
ty. 
Another feature of the bill is that 
after the accumulation of the reserve 
fund it provides for issuing bonds up 
to an indefinite amount in the ratio 
of 30 to I, so 
th at 
ultimately 
the 
amount loaned to farm ers would ap­ 
proach 150 to 200 million dollars. 
After thorough consideration I be­ 
lieve you will agree 
with 
me 
that 
this measure means self-help. Hence 
it will be a basis of encouragement 
to thrift and the development of our 
millions of acres of unused but tilla­ 
ble lands, as well as immediate bene­ 
fit to other 
sections 
of 
the 
state 
where population is increasing and 
money is needed at low rates of in­ 
terest. 
It will inaugurate a system famil­ 
iar to the European farmer, and un­ 
doubtedly many of these will be com­ 
ing to our country after the close of 
the war. 
And 
our experience has 
been that the European farm er is the 
best class of immigrant. It will ena 
ble tenants to become 
owners 
and 
induce a genuine “back to the farm ” 
movement from the cities. 
In addition to all these 
things, it 
will place our state in the front rank 
as the pioneer in inaugurating a real 
effective, practical farm loan law. 
I believe the statistics which I have 
presented 
for 
your • consideration 
show* the urgent need for producing 
greater food supplies. 
And this big 
question is one 
that 
concerns 
the 
wffiole population of the 
state; 
and 
the people as a whole, through their 
organized authority 
called 
the law 
are justified in inaugurating and put 
ting into motion machinery such as 
I have outlined.

that unless God helps us there would 
be no future life. 
Plain, simple, rea­ 
sonable, is the 
Bible 
proposition 
Death is upon all m ankind; and God’s 
provision is that all shall be recover­ 
ed from the death sentence. 
Death 
came through one m an’s disobedience 
and is to ba set aside through another 
m an’s disobedience. 
Tho Lord Jesus 
came into the world and gave Himself 
a Ransom price for all—a price that 
corresponds with the first man who 
sinned.— I Cor. 15:21, 22. 
But, as the Apostle points out, it 
was necessary not only that Christ 
should die for mankind, but that He 
should rise from the dead for our jus­ 
tification. 
(Romans 4:24, 25.) For 
Christ merely to die on our behalf 
apd then to make no application of 
His m erit for use would leave us in as 
terrible a condition as before. There 
fore God has provided not only that 
*>ur I^ord should die, but that He 
should also be raised from the dead 
The time set apart for the world’s re 
covery is the period 
of 
Messiah’s 
glorious Reign, w hen He will deliver 
mankind from the bondage of cor 
ruption which came through one m an’s 
disobedience. 
The Church Risen With Christ. 
Our text speaks of the Church as 
though separate from the world. Else 
where the ible declares 
that 
the 
whole world lies In the Wicked One 
The world are still under condemns 
Hon. 
But the Apostle explains that 
the Church have escaped the condem­ 
nation that is upon the world. We 
have not gotten free from the weak­ 
nesses of fhe flesh and the death con 
•I it ion, but we have escaped the con 
dam nation—the legal phase 
of 
the 
subject. 
God Is taking the Church 
mass out of the world, to be made par­ 
takers of the very highest rank of 
spurt nature—the Divine. 
(2 
Peter 
1:4.) 
This Is the promise made to 
Cod’s people, the Church of the First­ 
borns, whose names are w ritten in 
Heaven. 
“If ye be risen with Christ.” The 
Apostle does not intim ate that this is 
a thing future. 
AII who belong to 
the true ( hurch of 
Christ 
should 
know' that they have this resurrection. 
But in order to be risen with Christ 
we m ust be dead with Him. (2 Tim­ 
othy 2:11.) W hoever shares His death 


wishes represent our personality. 
If 
we yield our owrn wishes to another, 
we give up our will to that extent. 
If we give up our will to some church 
denomination, then it becomes our 
head, our ruler. 
If we give up our 
talents, etc., to some society or order, 
it takes supervision of our affairs and 
our time. 
God is purposing to have 
an Order—the Order of the Royal 
Priesthood. 
Some of us wTear what is known as 
a Cross and Crow'n Pin. 
The 
cross 
represents our faith in the death of 
Christ and our desire to walk in His 
steps; the crown represents the re- 
ward of glory, honor and immortality; 
and the wreath around the cross and 
crow'n 
represents 
the 
Restitution 
blessings coming to the world of man­ 
kind. 
A brother who had on one of 
these pins was asked w'bat degree he 
had. “The degree of the Royal Priest­ 
hood,” he replied. 
All of God’s peo­ 
ple are Odd Fellows in the sense that 
they are different from 
the 
wrorld. 
They are Masons in that they are of 
the Temple class, whose Chief Cor­ 
ner-Stone is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
This Royal Temple is built on the 
foundation of the Twelve Apostles; 
and we, as living stones, are built into 
that Temple, w'hieh by and by will 
be g lo rio u s -1 Peter 2i4-10. 
Invariably God’s things have the 
primary thought. The wrorld has more 
or less copied after these things, but 
they do not see the beauty as we do. 
We have no quarrel 
with 
anybody. 
We are simply on Cod’s side, the true 
side; and so far as others have the 
Truth, they are with us. 
Otherwise 
they are against us. 
Just as it was 
respecting our Lord, so it has been 
with all the Body 
of 
Christ, 
the 
Church—there has been a division ol 
the people, some seeing more, some 
less.—John 9:16. 
But God’s w'ork goes on steadily, 
grandly. He is finding these precious 
members of the Christ. 
In one pic­ 
ture they are represented as jewels, 
in another as living stones, in a third 
as a Royal 
Priesthood. 
“The 
Lord 
knoweth them that are His.” We do 
not know who they are. 
Al that we 
can do is to assist and leave the rest 
to the Lord. He makes no mistake. 
The Power of Christ’s Resurrection. 
In order to share in the First Res­ 
urrection with Christ, we must share 
in His death. 
I remind you of what, 
St. Paul said. He had been discussing 
the glorious things of the Kingdom, 
and expressing his opinion that all 
things in the world were not w'orthy 
of consideration in comparison with 
it. He declared, 
“I count all things 
but los*?, * * 531 that I may win Christ 
and be found in Him.” (Philippian? 
3:8, 9.) 
He desired membership in 
the Body of Christ. 
The word Christ means 
anointed: 
Jesus is the head of the Christ and 
the church are the members. God is 
raising up a great Anointed One. He 
raised up Jesus first and gave him to 
be the head over the church w'hieh is 
His body. Body throughout the Gos­ 
pel age God has been raising up the 
members 
of the 
Anointed; 
and 
through the apsotle He has said that 
are things are to be counted as los> 
and dross 
in 
comparison 
to that 
wonderful privilege 
of 
being mem­ 
bers of the Christ ; for to Christ God 
promised the kingdom, 
gloH , honor, 
immortality. 
Jesus has already entered into His 
glory and sat down with the Father. 
This does not signify 
that literally 
He has sat down in heaven, but that 
He has entered 
into 
that glorious 
rest of which the apostle speaks (He- 


says, How shall all these things look 
when I compare them with the priv­ 
ilege of becoming a joint heir 
with 
Jesus Christ! 
Then St. Paul 
declares 
that 
he 
does all this that he may win Christ, 
and be found in Him—a member of 
the body of Christ, the church. 
Just 
as we speak of a board of directors 
or the body 
of 
congress, 
so 
the 
church is such 
an 
organized body. 
The apostle was anxious to become a 
member of the body of Christ. 
He 
saw that Jesus had fulfilled the Fa­ 
ther’s will 
in 
all 
His experiences, 
and knowing thus what the Father is 
pleased with 
and 
seeing 
that the 
Father had exalted 
our 
Lord, 
the 
apostle desired to follow the Master. 
So he said “That I may 
know' Him 
and the power of His resurrection”— 
experience that 
grand resurrection, 
“be changed in 
a 
moment, 
in the 
twinkling of an eye.” Since flesh and 
blood can not 
inherit 
the heavenly 
kingdom, therefore all 
the 
body of 
Christ must undergo 
the 
wonderful 
transform ing power of the first res­ 
urrection (I Cor. 15:49-55). 
Fellowship of Christ’s Sufferings. 
St. Paul kne wthat he could not en­ 
ter into Christ’s 
resurrection unless 
he entered into Christ’s death. Only 
those who would suffer 
with Christ 
could reign with Him. 
This knowl­ 
edge was what made St. Paul so dif­ 
ferent from others of his day. 
We 
look back and see wrhat a wonderful 
man he was—howr Christ’s character 
shone in His words and deeds, 
how 
much he was filled with the M aster’s 
words and disposition. 
The same admonition * is given us 
that we should “follow His steps.” In 
proportion as we become dead to the 
world, dead with Christ, in that pro­ 
portion we became risen with Him. 
But there is a difference between our 
case and that of Jesus. 
He was es­ 
pecially born, as 
the 
Bible empha­ 
sizes; and He could not 
have been 
our Savior if he had not been. 
To 
deny this fact would 
have 
been to 
deny the ransom. 
Whoever denies 
that Jesus came into 
the 
world a 
perfect human being is denying the 
whole plan of salvation. His life did 
not come from Father Adam, but was 
transferred from a higher plane. He 
left the glory w'hieh He had with the 
Heavenly Father and 
humbled Him­ 
self to become a man. He was able 
to do the Father's will. 
No sin de­ 
barred Him from Divine favor. 
But 
all of us were born in sin. 
Cod had 
declared Adam and his posterity un 
fit for everlasting life and Divine fel 
lowrship. 
At the age of thirty years our Lord 
presented Himself to the 
Father in 
consecration. 
The Father accepted 
the sacrifice and manifested His ac­ 
ceptance in the impartation of 
the 
Holy Spirit. 
Then, having received 
the begetting of the new nature, our 
Lord w'as counted 
a 
new creature. 
There, at Jordan, He died 
in the 
sense of giving up His life as a hu­ 
man being, and there He began the 
new' life. 
From 
the time He made 
His covenant of service 
he 
was a 
new' creature. During the three and 
one-half years of His ministry, which 
culminated at Calvary, Jesus was not 
living according to the 
world. 
He 
was living a higher life. During that 
time His sacrifice w'as satisfactory to 
the Father, and because 
of this the 
incense of His offering entered into 
the antitypical Most Holy 
and cov­ 
ered the Mercy Seat. Therefore when 
He died at Calvary there was laid up 
for Him the blessing 
w'hieh 
He re­ 
ceived on the third 
day thereafter. 
Because He had proved faithful dur­ 
ing the three and one-half years of 
His anointing of the Holy Spirit, the 
Father raised Him from the dead and 
exalted him far above angels. 
The experiences of the church are 
somewhat similar. From the time we 
surrender our wills 
and 
begin the 
sacrificial life, 
we 
are 
dead with 
Him. Then it is for us to live the new 
life, dead according to the flesh and 
alive tow ard God, dying daily and liv­ 
ing daily. Our resurrection is going 
on moment by moment, year by year 
until our trial is finished. Then we 
shall be rewarded 
for 
our faithfu- 
ness from the time 
we 
came into 
Gods family from the time we re­ 
ceived the begetting 
of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit and were 
recognized 
as the 
sons of God, 
risen 
with Christ to 
walk in newness of life. 
Before we came into the family of 


God we were merely 
outcasts. 
But 
when we heard that God bad provid­ 
ed for the redemption 
of 
our race 
through the death 
of 
His Son and 
w*as willing to 
receive 
us, 
it was 
good tidings to us. God has arranged 
that when we make a full i*onsecra- 
tion of our hearts to Christ, He ac­ 
cepts us, imputes to us His merit and 
advocates for us. This will continue 
until the full number 
of 
the elect 
shall have been found; for as there 
is a definite number of bones in the 
human body—not one 
more 
or one 
less if the body is perfect—so there 
is a positive number of members in 
the body of Christ. The Bible tells us 
that all His members were written in 
the Book—the Book of God’s wisdom 
when He planned the m atter in the 
beginning. 
As we are accepted of 
Him our names are 
written in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life. 
God has a wonderful plan, and we 
fall in love with it as we come to un­ 
derstand it; for it is the lovable plan 
of a lovable God. How much the mes­ 
sage of the Bible has changed since 
we come to know of the things be­ 
yond the veil and have received the 
understanding which God has given! 
Surely we can truly 
love Him and 
give Him our w’hole lives, and show 
our loyalty to Him bv doing His will 
to the best of our ability, 
in com­ 
parison to the glory, honor and im­ 
mortality which is offered to us, the 
things of «he present 
time are not 
worthy of note. But this high reward 
we shall receive only on 
the terms 
laid down. The resurrection process 
eoes on until we shall have finished 
our course in death. 
“AU things are yours!” 
What a 
grand 
thought!—things 
present, 
things to come, earthly things, heav­ 
enly things. 
What 
a 
beautiful ar­ 
rangement God has made. “As it is 
written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared 
for 
them 
that love 
Him (I Cor. 2:9).

HE'S HELD FOR COURT ON BOND OF $500 


Defendant Preferred a Like Change 
Against Another Negro Porter, 
But Latter Claims He 
Is Innocent. 


Robeit Cox, 
the 
negro 
formerly 
employed as porter at the Soltz Mer­ 
cantile store, who wras arrested Sat­ 
urday night by Merchant Policeman 
Noah Shear and held pending an in­ 
vestigation, Monday morning pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny when arraign­ 
ed in court before Police Judge Sam­ 
uel Fuller, and wras held to the action 
of the criminal court. His bond was 
placed at $500. He was unable to fur­ 
nish it and was remanded 
to 
the 
county jail, where he will await the 
October term of court. 
Cox was arrested when he, with 
two companions, was seen in an alley 
at a late hour Saturday night. 
In­ 
vestigation revealed that Cox was en­ 
deavoring to dispose of several pieces 
of wearing apparel, which he had tak­ 
en from the Soltz store. 
Among the 
articles found in Cox’s possession af­ 
ter he was taken 
to 
police 
head­ 
quarters were kid gloves, watch fobs, 
shirtw'aists, silk scarfs, etc. 
Cox stated that he had taken the 
goods, several pieces at a time. Much 
of the goods he had given to his wife. 
Sunday afternoon, Less Davis, em­ 
ployed as porter at the Bondi store, 
was taken into custody by the police 
on a similar charge. Cox alleges that 
it wTas Davis who first suggested steal­ 
ing. 
According to Cox, Davis stated that 
he made as much as $18 per week 
over his wages

turned last week from a conference 
in New York with officials of all the 
leading companies writing personal 
accident insurance, brought back an . 
outline of the policy decided upon for 
Missouri, as a result of 
the 
large 
number of Alissouri suicides on whose 
deaths the accident companies have 
paid claims in recent years. No oth­ 
er state requires payment of death 
claims under accident policies in the 
e^ent of suicide. 
The new 
policy * will 
provide 
a 
charge of $1.50 for each $1000, in ad­ 
dition to the charge now made for 
accident insurance in Missouri and 
,the other states. 
In other words, a Missourian 
with 
an accident policy providing a death 
benefit of $10,000 will pay $15 more 
for the policy than if he resided in 
any other state of the union. 
The 
average accident policy lf for $10,000. 
A separation of the death and week­ 
ly benefits can be made, so that a per 
son in Missouri can get a weekly sick 
benefit of $10 or $25 as cheaply as 
the’resident of any other state, lf be is 
contented to leave the death benefit 
at a low figure. 
The insurance men 
believe this will be the plan adopted 
by most Missourians. 
The higher charges will go into ef­ 
fect October I, and will continue in 
force until the legislature repeals the 
suicide law, which Archbishop John 
;J. Glennon has described as inexcus­ 
able in the eyes of a churchman. 
J. C. Barrows, R. A. Hoffman and 
Oliver C. Smith represented the St. 
Louis agents at the conference in New

porters give us 
an 
enormous crop, 
which they always 
endeavor 
to do 
just ahead of harvest. These reports 
may be true, but 
it 
would 
be no 


may be a vast number of replies that 
partially answer 
the 
question, 
but 
one of the reasons beyond any doubt 
is lack of efficient leadership. 
Co-operative 
marketing 
of 
farm 
products is a piece of work that re­ 
quires a m aster mind to handle. The 
farmer is not willing to pay for the 
doubt wise not 
to 
entirely believe I services of such a man. W’here these 
them, since the wheat crop might not 
mean as much in the half bushel as 
is indicated at this time. The pound­ 
ing down of the wheat prices is an 
annual event, getting 
ready 
for the 
“harvest” of the speculators. 
While 
it would not bo wise for every per­ 
son to store wheat, 
it 
would seem 
wise for at least half of the farmers 
to not put their wheat on the m arket 
from the thresher. The lowT prices at 
threshing time is commonly the low- 
est of any during the year. The far­ 
mer prepares his fields and pows his 
seed, and during the season Takes all 
sorts of 
risks 
from 
droughts 
and 
Hoods and 
insect 
pests 
and other 
sorts of calamity 
th at 
causes him 
anxiety more or less the entire year. 
Then when his harvest appears he is 
taken advatage of, and 
the average 
farm er does little 
more 
than come 
out even. 
Every time we write on this sub­ 
ject we are inclined 
to 
place the 
blame on the speculators, but before 
many lines 
have 
been 
written the 
question contes up again and again, 
why does the farm er permit himself 
to be taken advantage of as he does? 
I feel that the speculator 
does not 
do any more than 
the 
farm er him­ 
self should do. There is only the one 
way out of it that I ran see, and that 
is a system of co-operation arid m ar­ 
keting of his products, which in just 
a few instances in all 
these United 
States has the farm er been wi ling to 
do.

The orange industry of California, 
the straw berry industry of Missouri 
and the apple and peach industry of 
several sections of the country 
are 
living examples of the 
value of co­ 
operative 
methods.

things have been tried and failed are 
where cheap men have been employ­ 
ed, and these men are cheap because 
of a lack of capacity, the 
very one 
essential that such a man must have 
if he makes good. But getting back 
to the m atter 
of 
storing wheat, it 
can very nicely 
be 
stored whether 
you have a granary or not. This is 
by stacking it. 
Stacking w heat is by 
no means a 
difficult thing to do, even though it 
is somewhat of a lost art. There is 
nearly always 
some 
person 
in the 
neighborhood, while he might not be 
able to do all the stacking himself, 
he can easily teach others. 
While I 
am in the county I will 
be glad to 
show any one the trick if ho will call 
on me to do so.

sity of good roads—the sort that are 
dependably passable 365 days in the 
year—are so apparent as to need no 
argument and 
it 
is 
also conceded 
that the 
only 
sort 
of 
road 
that 
m easures up to the requirement is a 
rock road or perm anent one of some 
other material.

gravel, leaving 1,060 miles of dirt or 


mud roads. 
What would it mean to the county 
to have every 
mile 
of 
these dirt

And would that cost 
be prohibitive? Would it be justified 
by the benefits 
that 
would 
accrue 
therefrom ? 
The first result would be to lessen 
the hauling distance from 
all farms

contact with existing rock roads two- 
thirds. 
The United States office of 
public roads, 
through 
our consular 
agents, compiled data on the cost of 
hauling over European

roads 
and found it to average 8 cents per 
ton per mile. It also made an exhaus­ 
tive investigation of the cost of haul­ 
ing over the mud roads of this coun­ 


try and found that it ranges from 25 
to 28 cents per ton per mile.

farm ers can utilize 
“odd tim e” of leisure or convenience 
to m arket their 
products, 
can take 
advantage of best prices 
and 
can 
transport 
in one load a quantity 
equivalent to three to six “bad road” 
loads, thus saving time, labor, horse­ 
flesh, wear and tear of vehicles and 
harness, can do 
such 
hauling when 
weather conditions 
will 
not permit 
farm w'ork and can secure the high­ 
est possible prices. 
The foregoing are all material, fi­ 
nancial reasons for rock roads, 
and 
any one of them is sufficient justifi­ 
cation 
for 
immediately 
incurring 
their cost. The social and education­ 
al influence of rock roads is so great 
a factor in 
justification 
of having 
them that, independent of 
all finan­ 
cial considerations, 
there 
Is urgent 
demand for their rapid construction. 
But those subjects are big 
and im­ 
portant enough to w arrant a story 
about them. 
Now as to the cost. 
Assuming that the average cost per 
mile to convert these 1,060 miles of 
mud Into rock roads would be $3,500, 
their aggregate cost w'ould be $3,710,- 
000, which prorated among the 426,- 
666 acres of land 
in 
Pettis county, 
w'ould be $8.70 per acre w'ere all the 
cost placed against said lands alone.

That would cover the cost of 200 
miles of standard 16-foot 
rock road, 
independent of individual

munity aid, if allotted

cent basis to the citizens who would 
personally duplicate it to insure the

road mileage from $700,000 of bond 
money w'ould be 
doubled.

Half of Harmon’s body, and an arm 
which it is believed was a portion of 
Holland’s body, were found 400 feet 
from the scene. Two other buildings 
besides the storage building were de* 
molished. 
The accident occurred a half hour 
before the usual closing time. 
Spencer, who was employed in the 
laboratory, was a son of Richard H. 
Spencer, Hannibal real estate and in­ 
surance agent. Spencer was 19 years 
old. 
The officials could give no explana­ 
tion of the accident.

When I first purchased him he was 
low down in - flesh and really looked 
depressed and sad. 
Having had about thirty years* ex­ 
perience in the handling of horses and 
mules of all sorts, I naturally thought 
that I could take this specimen to my 
farm and make something of him. 
I bought him over three months age 
and have fed him on what is consid­ 
ered by good horsemen to be first 
class feed. 
At the present writing I 
can only say that my experience and 
the advice ot my neighbors are a1 
fault, for the horse still remains pool 
and apparently out of condition. 
He has had two attacks of sick 
ness in the past month and with ne 
excuse so far as the writer can see 
First a bad cold that kept him hall 
sick for over two months, then a se 
vere attack of indigestion, which last 
ed all day and well into the night, and 
was followed by a severe chill. 
I would advise any farmer wrho is 
unfortunate enough to own a delicate 
horse to dispose of him at the ear 
Hest opportunity and thus save him 
self trouble and expense, for the ordi 
nary farmer does not know what to dc 
with an animal that is regularly sub 
ject to these spells of sickness, anc 
even if he does knowr what to do, it 
does not pay to waste time on suck 
an animal.

The weight of opinion, however, 
seems to incline that the external 
characteristics of the mule colt are 
given him by the jack, while his en­ 
durance, vigor and easiness to keep 
will depend upon the mare. 
So it will bo seen that the scrub 
mare, the cat-hammod, washy type 
of little weight or stamina will not 
make a suitable mother for the mule 
that is to sell well. 
Any sort of a 
mare will not do, but that is rather a 
popular idea among some growers. 
Talie a big farm mare. one that will 
stand about 15, 15 VI* < r IS hands high, 
and that weighs anywhere from 1,400 
to 1,800 pounds, ana bred to a good 
jack she should produce the kind of 
mules th a t the market is always look­ 
ing for. 
When tho jack i3 selected he should 
be of fair size and weight at about 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds, and have the 
right kind of a pedigree back of him. 
Of course there are good jacks that 
are somewhat smaller, but the 15 to 
15Yi hand animal is the one that is 
most certain to produce tho type of 
mules that a farmer likes to be able 
to offer. 
Whore an animal is bought 
it is worth tho buyer’s while to spend 
a Tittle more and get as nearly what 
is wanted as possible. 
It is just as easy lo raise a big, rug­ 
ged, heavy mule as it is to grow the 
little mules that are now used over 
much of the Soutn. 
They call them 
“cotton mules” in the southern states.

Mange Ie Difficult to Eradicate Be­ 
cause r* 
burrowing Habit

Hogs are subject to a variety of 
6kin diseases. Two of these, although 
quite different, are both known as 
mange. 
Pitch mange is not a true mange, 
but rather an eczema, and affects hogs 
that are not in vigorous health and 
when kept in filthy pens and bad sur­ 
roundings. Light-skinned hogs appear 
somewhat more susceptible to this 
than others. 
The skin is at first red 
and perhaps swollen. Small red spots 
appear and subsequently change to 
blisters, which dry and form crusts. 
The main treatm ent needed is simple 
cleanliness and the sort of feed that 
will make the hog healthy a n d 'vigor* 
ous. 
It usually means a complete 
fla n g e of surroundings and plenty of 
good food. 
Hogs are subject also to true mange. 
This is caused by a minute animal 
parasite which burrows into the skin 
like the human itch mite and causes 
severe inflammation and itching. This 
form of mange is especially difficult 
to treat because of the burrowing 
habit of the parasite. 
Mange begins 
somewhere on the head or neck and 
extends slowly backward. 
The hams 
are likely to he affected sooner or 
later. 
The bristles fall out, and the 
skin becomes very thick and wrinkled. 
Sometimes it is thickened to an as­ 
tonishing extent. 
Hog mange is pe­ 
culiar on account of the powderlike 
surface of the crust.
